Ontario’s Hills and Vall 


Billions of Tons of Boulders 
‘and Clay Swept From Hun- 
dreds of Miles North and 
Strewn Over Ontario— 
This Explains Presence 
Throughout Province of 
Rocks Foreign to the 
Region.

N zero weather of mid winter. especially if the 

furnac> {s not doing tte duty, one it apt to 

think of the ice age. though the thought of 

it does not worry us much. in July, when the 

thermometer is in the nineties and we are look: 

ing for coo! spots and iced drinks, a glacial 

period sounds very alluring but quite incredible. 

The block the ice man leaves does not last long 
if left tn the sun. 

The nearest point where cne can find the per- 
manent ice of ae glacier is 1.200 miles away as 
the crow flies, ip the ‘orngat mountains of 
northeast Labrador, and there the patches of 
suowW and ice are insignificant ip size. To see a 
real ice sheet the crow would have to fly 600 
nillee farther, to the interior of Greenland, whicb 
ought to have been called Whiteland. Green- 
land ts still in the ice age. 

The idea that ice should linger all the year 
in Canada in‘spite of the wilting heat of dog 
days, and that the forests and fields, the apple 
and peacb orchards and the vineyards te the 
south of us should be buried under ice seeme 
ridiculous; and yet it is a fact much of Canada 
was once hidden beneath a vast glacier; and 
this took place quite recently. The icecap de 
parted less than 25,000 years ago. 

The proofs of this statement are not hard to 
find; they are al) around us and beneath us 
almost everywhere ip the piovince of Ontario 
and in the other provinces uf the dominion. 

Thirty years ago there were plenty of bould 
the fields of south Ontario, 
where tow only streets aud houses are to be 
seen. Most of them were o! pink granite and 
guises, but some were greenstones, and a few 
white marble; you can still find big blocks of 
the same sort along the great lakes beneath 
the cliffs when you tatke a walk along the 
shore. These masses of granite and other rock 
are calied erratics; and they are evidently far 
from home. 

Though 
appeared tr 


ers scattered over 


these strangers have nearly all dis 
the cities there are plenty of them 
left in, the country. There are places where the 
farmer and bis sons tave toiled for a lifettme 
to load these erratics op a sloneboat and drag 
them to the sides of the fields. where they are 
piled as stone fences. Some of the blocks weigh 
tons and are too beavy for the team to bandle. 
‘There are places in the vorth where monster 
bouldere are perched ov top of a ridge or at the 
very edge of a cliff. Evidently some overwhelm- 
ing, powerfu) machinery bas torn these masses 
ef stone from their beds in Muskoke or Georgian 
Bay or Stopy Lake and dumped them here and 
there over soutberp Ontario; and if you motor 
soutbwest you wil) find them ecattered 500 
miles farther near Cincinnati in the Mississippi 
valley. 


World’s Mightiest Machinery 
HE kind of machinery that accomplished 
this amazing work ts easily determined tn 
places. Next time you bear a steam shovel 
preparing the way for the toundations of a sky 
scraper go and see bow it works. As it tears 
mouthfuls of blue clay from the bottom of the 
pit and dumps them ‘toto a wagon a few fect 
away it geally looks quite impressive. 

if you examipe the blue clay you will find 
boulders t it, pink granites, greenstones, etc., 
like the erratics just mentioned, and also frag- 
ments of shale and limestone. Wash off some of 
the smaller stones and you will see that they are 
smoothed and polished and often covered with 
scratches. They are “striated stones,” the handi- 
work of a glacier. Some of them are beautifully 
finished, wel) worthy to be on the mantelpiece as 
perfect specimens of lapidary work. 

The steam shove! makes a great display ot 
working burd as it tandies a few hundred cubic 
yards of clay and stones per day, but what un- 
imaginable powers of transport must the glacier 
bave bad which broug':t al! these billions of tons

The whole surface of 
the country, hills and plains and valleys, in 
eouthern Ontario und far to the south, has been 
shaped by the tremendous machinery of the ice 
sheets which swept the debris from half a mil- 
lion square miles in the north and piled it up 
as sheets of clay and bands of moraine in the 
south. Nothing but an ice sheet covering most 
of eastern Canada could have done the work. 

Two million years ago the gathering of the 
ice had not begun and our part of the world wa 
very different from the present. Thedand stood 
higher; there were no lakes, but there was a 
great river; there were no men; but there was 
an extraordinary assemblage of animals in ecast- 
ern America, and they probably roamed over our 
region, though we have no positive record of 
them. There were horses and buffaloes 
camels and saber toothed lions to cut 
throats. There were ground sloths which had 
wandered up from South America, gigantic ani 
mals that pulled down trees or dug them up b; 
the roots to feed on the leaves; and there we 
two kinds of elephants, the mammoth and the 
mastodon. The herds of animals that fed on the 
plains or brow in the forest suggested Asia or 
Africa rather than North Ameri 
climate was far from tropical. 

It had been growing colder for a milli 
two years, but very slowly, so that the elephants 
and other a nals were gradually adjusting 
themsel increasing their clothing.

July. 

About 4,000,000 square miles of North Amer- 
ica were covered with fice, fully half the contin- 
ent. In Canada only a part of Yukon territory 
and a few n.ountain regions were for two or 
three montis in the year free from snow, a chilly 
refuge for a few subarctic plants and animals. It 
is very fortunate that the whole continent was 
not covered, that in the south there was warmtb 
enough for a plentiful growth of plants where 
the surviving animals could outlive this terrfble 
catastrophe. 

In the old world the northern half of Europe 
was ice covered and the southern balf was great: 
ly cooled. Luckily there were land bridges across 
the Mediterranean at that time, so that animals 
had a way of ape. , 

Even the tropics were cooled down, and moun- 
tain giaciers all over the world crept far lower 
in thelr valleys than before, so that it was a 
wide spread time of testing for all living beings. 
The world of life was bracing itself against hard 
ship and disaster and was unconsciously prepar- 
ing itself for a fresh expansion when the white 
of snowfields gave way to the green of vegeta- 
tion.

Recently a pilot boasted that he was making 
three runs a week off Atlantic Highlands, N.J., 
for which he received $150 a trip. He was doing 
very nicely until he went in business on bis 
own account, and undertook to bring a dozen 
cases ashore, all that his emall craft would hold 
Once cast off from the schooner where be bought 
the stuff, he found he could not get into the air. 
The machine was overloaded. He spent the 
night taxiing into port.

Fishing By Seaplane 
Air Scouts Spy Schools 


Pacific Coast Fishermen Greatly Increase 
Caich—Radio Message From Planes 
ls Telephoned Along Coast 


ODERN methods, especially the very latest 

M innovation of using airplanes in locating 

the fish in the sea, are simplifying the 

task of the fishermen and making it more profit- 

able, according to a report issued by the bureau 
of fisheri¢és of the departmen! of agricuiture. 

A seaplane moving 3,000 fect above sea level, 
folowing the coastline about eighi or ten miles 
out from shore, can locate @chools of fisb at 
times when the fish are not running normally 
in their usua) seasons. An observer in tbe sea 
plane, when he tracks such a schoo) of fisbes, 
by peering through the floorless bottom of the 
cockpit, suddenly reaches over to a switcb and 
a radio message crackles into ‘the air, the plane 
swings into an elliptical course, two miles nortp 
and south and a half mile wide. 

At North Island, one of the aviztion stations 
on the Pacific coast, a wireless operator who 
receives the message sent by the observer ip the 
sea plane, speaks clearly and slowly into e tele 


phone* 
~ “Sardines, two by a half; one mile Soutb- 
South-West Coronado Islands.” a 


One minute Jater at the other end of the 
wire, op the water front of San Diego, @ ebril) 
whistle cuts the air and a squadron of modern, 
motor driven fishing boats puts to sea in battle 
formation, running ful! power toward the Cor- 
onados. Arriving there a few minutes tater 
they sight a seaplane slowly circling above them. 
The leading boat runs up a flag, the plane drops 
almost to the surface of the water and directs 
a course for the fishing fleet spréad out fansbape 
behind it. The great fan spreads out farther 
and farther as the fishermen near their goal. 
Then at a quick signal from the leader the men 
cast their vets overbourd and the boats begin 
closing ip toa common centre. Again and egaip 
a@ boat must stop, hau! ip the nets with their 
heavy catch and recast, moving ip toward the 
centre again. ‘he plane has fulfilled its purpose 
and it rises to join the rest of the scouting 
flotilla. 

When the boats reach their full capacity they 
turp shoreward with the fish piled high ep the 
decks. finally, tied to the wharves they die 
charge their cargoes and await the next message 
from a scouting plane. 

The increase of production of fisheries along 
the coast of San Diego since the planes have 
been used is sufficient proof of the effective 
hess of this completely modern metbod of fish 
ing. Last year approximately 10,000 tons of fisb 
were landed without the use of aircraft This 
year it is believed that there will be about 26 
ver cent. increase.

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THEY WON'T SEE YOUSTUCK 
FOR A FINE IN LABRADOR 


Even Dr. Grenfell Suggests Paddy Mur- 
phy's Line of Delense When Pro- 
+ibition Was Introduced 


ONTRAST ts nature's one great law; all 
the others are but part and parcel of it. 
Possibly the thought may bave occurred 

to Dr. W. T. Grenfell when te was writing 
“Northern Neighbors,” for it ts @ series of 
Studies of warm hearts in a chilly place. The 
Drieeless possession of the isolated fishermen 
and trappers of Labrador, be truly tells us, is 
simplicity, humility and gentleness. 

“The great, grey 
rocky tableland of 
the interior of Lab 
tadur bas been seen 
by very few white 
men, and as one 
looks at it from ap 
elevation it is cer 
tainly terror rather 
than any other emo 
tion which -strikes 
a southernef’s beart 
it looks appallingly 
forbidding. Such 
trees and vegetation 
as there are are bid 
den away under the 
shelter of mountain 
sides.” 

Justice is delightfully elementary. When 
Prohibition was introduced, a policeman arrived 
in the district; presumably one bad not been re 
quired before. He got to work, and applied to 
Dr. Grenfell for a warrant against one Paddy 
Murphy for moonshining. The minimum pen- 
ality for the offense was a hundred dollars fine 
or three months’ imprisonment. Paddy had not 
60 much as a hundred cents. His worldly goods 
consisted of a tiny shack, a wife, and eight 
children, 

Dr. Grenfell, who was the presiding magie 
trate, had a great regard for Paddy, and before 
the trial began suggested to the prisoner his best 
line of defense. 

Unfortunately, Paddy proved too talkative 
and was duly sentenced. He was given a day 
or two in which to find the money, and returned 
with forty-nine dollars, fifty-three cents, and 
odd coins of ancient vintages, “all the neighbors 
had.” The magistrate told the culpfit that he 
wanted us much more in half ap hour, and some 
how or other the maker of a “drop o’ the cra 
ture” brought it.

Perhaps that was why be waiked in the May 

Pay procession in Paris in 1919, as a declaration 
of belief in Russia. He may bave felt that it 
was communiem’s turn on the world’s merry-go- 
round. It was from a belief not in equallty but 
in fraternity, for he has said “Never tell me that 
revolution je going to bring equality. Mena will 
Pever be equal. The only thing certain is that 
Quen will always love women.” 
’ lie might have added "good wine and good 
books.” His own books are like beautiful 
shrines to that trinity of cults. Me may be on 
his deathbed, but he should last as long aa 
French literature lasts, From hie first to his 
Jatest line his style has been perfection, 

Wilde thought it too perfect. He had a 
theory, which be did not live up to, that an 
author should change his style and personality 
with each new book, After he read his second 
novel, he flung it awgy with a yawn, saying: 
“This is utterly unutterably perfect and boring. 
lt is too like Anatole France.”
